Mr. McCullugh, Formerly Of 
Dale & Co., Reads Paper on 



MARINE INSURANCE. 



Large Audience Were Pleased 
By Interesting Subject. 



Society held last evening, the principal 
At a meeting of the Commercial 
speaker was Mr. McCullugh, formerly 
of Dale and Co., and now lecturer in the 
School of Commerce and Insurance. 
Mr. McCullugh gave « very Interesting 
paper on "Marine Insurance." He 
opAned Ms .remarks by showing how 
Important It was to know and under- 
stand the laws governing the forces 
of nature. Man, from the earliest days, 
has battled with these forces, some- 
times going down to defeat, only to rise 
.iKaln to devise some new method of 
conquering them. If he could not 
overcome these adverse conditions t 
nature, then he sougnt means to avoid 
them or to accommodate himself to 
their effects. The earliest trade roirtes 
were overland, following the paths of 
least resistance. Thus, if there were 
h.'lls, or lakes, or forests intervening 
In tho direct path of his journey, primi- 
tive man would avoid these obstacles 
by going round them. Man, however, 
differing from tho heasts of the field 
in being a thinking animal, soon -began 
to create rude devices for overcoming 
the obstacles in his com:neiL-lal paths. 
A trail would ibe cut through the forest, 
a rude craft would be built to cross a 
iakc or river, thus avoiding Ibo neces- 
sity of encircling these barriers. His 
rude craft, however, encountering the 
winds, waves and currents found on 
tho lakvs and rivers soon showed Its 
defects and u stronger vessel was 
built. 

Water Routes. 
Since water rouées offered the easiest 
m?ans of communication between tho 
settlements of primitive man, It Is but 
natural thui he should havo discovered 
means of navigating these highways. 
Tho overcoming of tho arhhpld -physical 
forces operating on the inland wator- 
wiiys win a comparatively easr. taflk, 
OJifl 'the natural lovo : of - adventure 
coupled with the desire for barter. In 
thact/iirse of time led man down to the 
larger seas and filially to the oceans 
where he found the mighty forces of j 
the deep aiding him In the-tr periods of I 
calm, but when unleashed threatening 
him with destruction. Gradually ,hc 
acijuirctl a knowledge of these physical 
barriers which hindered the unre- 
stricted use of the waterways, but not 
having doveJopcd sufficiently to devise

2. The annual sum of 1700.00 was 
pledged by the McOlll Y.M.CA.. some 
years ago to assist the McGIII Mission 
of this city in the aupport.of the Mc- 
GIII braneh In Ceylon under the super- 
vision of Murray Brooks and Dr. Brown. 
Ths work there bos been highly oora- 
monded. As the purahaslng power of 
1700.00 Is to-day much less than three 
years ago, U la hoped that the sub- 
scription* to this fund may reach 
$1,000.00 this year, 

8, To avoid a double oanvass for the 
looa! and the Ceylon work, a single ap. 
peal will be mado this year. The oo1. 
lectors' sheets and pledge cards provide

Worse Than Conservative. 

Particularly in the British Isles there 
are many examples of uivprogresslvo'- 
n'ess. laek of gumption. Hrliuln did 
not adopt the Incubator for popular 
priced pigeons and poultry until '.'000 
years after it had been commonly used 
In Egypt. Ah long as "00 years before 
there was one public lamp In l«ondon 
streets, there were 10 straight miles of 
publicly-lighted streets In Cordova. 
For 100 years the lives of thousands of 
Britons were sucrlflced In the British 
Navy because of failure to adopt the 
exclusive ration, the well-known, 
simple, pleasant preventative of sea 
scurvy. And uoMt noes. 

We arc reminded that Britons seem 
always to have been -worse than con- 
servative in matters that had to do with 
counting, with the language of quan- 
tity expression. It is not genorally 
realized perhaps that tho Hindu science 
Of positive decimal urltlimotlc, which 
makes use of the numerals 1, 2, 3, i, 
5, 6. 7, 8, », 0. the world-wide notation 
that to us is a matter of course 
wan brought out nf India by Mobile 
Arab merchants and made public prob- 
ably 900 A.D. Yet the Act applying tho 
use of thc«e numerals and the decimal 
system In keeping of accounts of the 
British Exehcauer was not passed until 
17R2 and did not come into effect until 
Ifiîii. In other words. It took 926 years 
for Brltunnla to apply what wan known 
to bo the greatest Invention ever made 
by humankind In accountancy 

This Is scarcely believable: but It Is 
a fact that up until 1826 the British 
Exchecquer used the old tally method 
of accounting. Oo to a museum now 
and you will seo examples of the "tally." 
the clum«y mediaeval device used In 
tho Royal Exchequer of the British 
Isles until 1826. It was a piece of wood 
on which ' different slzod sums were 
cut by notches; 1000 £. 1 1-5 Inch; 
100 £, 1 Inch; so on down to pence. 
Half pence were Indicated by small 
holes. As a further evidence of British 
conservatism wo learn that up to com- 
paratively recent times, instead of u#- 
lng Arabic numerals to keep sums the 
officials In the Exchequer Indicated 
amounts in money by placing counters 
upon tho checker board or abacus. 
These rellca of the dark ages were fin- 
ally abandoned.
